Committee is similar to it but has i 
at least 100 differences. 
Tougher Bill 
A third bill, similar to both of 
them, has some more differences \ 
of its own, and is much tougher | 
on labor unions than either. Still 
a fourth bill, mildest of all but in 
many ways similar to the others, 
is not quite the same as any of 
them. 
All four bills, because of a gen­ 
eral feeling in Congress that some 
labor controls are needed, 
pro-1 
pose doing something to the ex­ 
tent of setting up rules and penal­ 
ties against despotic, unfair and 
corrupt labor practices 
And 
all 
contain 
a 
"bill 
of 
rights/’ or protections for individ­ 
ual union members in voting and ! 
saying what they think. But. start­ 
ing there, the bills go in opposite 
directions. They differ on penalties 
and protections. 
And they differ on what q u es­ 
tionable union practices should be 
banned. 
House members will not be act­ 
ing in a pure and pious vacuum. 
They'd have different motives for

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. the way they vote, for what they 
j put in a bill or take out. 
Some, 
particularly 
Democrats, 
j are under obligation to organized 
i labor for helping them get elected 
in 1958.

Some House members, in sym­ 
pathy with labor, want a nnld bill, j 
Some others will honestly want a 
tough one. Still others will want ] 
a tough one because they seem to j 
have an ingrained antagonism to 
organized labor.

And

Republicans, 
being 
politicians, may be thinking how 
best thov can create a profitable 
issue for themselves and against 
the .Democrats in I960 on the sub­ 
ject of labor control. 
That's not all. 
Most 
members 
of the House by now

bably been put under great pres­ 
sure by organized labor and big 
business,
